This is part ahd parcel of 
system against which we felt it our bounden duty 
to protest. Is the Church of England so poor, or 
are her congregations ao illiberal, as to require that a 
gentleman should perform her services for the re- 
muneration of being allowed to do so for nothing ? 
We hear occasionally of the wealth of certain dig - 
nitaries and beneficiaries of the Church. Are those 
who assist in her services alone to imitate the Apos- 
tles iu their poverty? Here, in open day, on the 
gates of the University herself, is a public notice, 
offering ordination to any gentleman who will assist 
gratuitously in the performance of the tervices of 
the Church. Is this the case in any other profes. 
sion? Is the law student offered the 


é passages,” where the strong man lies in fever, and 
little children ery for food; in the alms house and 
the poorhouse; in the roomkeeper’s hovel, in the 


fora worthy follower of a Master who Himself be- 
came poor, and thus consecrated poverty for ever, 
while He committed it to our care. Yet, this is 
precisely the sphere which is shut off and barred 
against the student who is invited to perform Sun- 
day services—for nothing. 

It will be said the congregation is too poor, and 
the incumbent’s income too limited, for him to 
allow a stipend; yet he wants assistance. Assist- 
for what? For reading the morning 
and evening prayers----the easiest portion of 
his work. If he required an assistant to visit 
the fatherless children and widows; “to enter the 
haunts of humble poverty and drop some words of 
consolation to those who have no friends, we would 
honour the motive, while we deny the necessity that 
that help should be gratuitous. No congregation 
ever was appealed to yet by a minister for help, and 
appealed to in vain. It is, and should be, the 
pride and glory of our Ohurch that, with all her 
endowments, she calls forth the spontaneous liberality 
of her people. The congregations of the Church 
Establishment are not one whit behind their 
brethren of the Presbyterian, Independent, and 
Methodist creeds. These support their ministers, 
and give them help when needed. A congregation 
has only to be appealed to by a faithful 
minister, and he will at once be relieved from 
the disgrace of asking for eleemosynary ministra- 
tions. 

It appears to us that this mode of recruiting the 
ministry savours of the Simoniacal. A gentleman 
ordained on these conditions is always bound to 
remain for one or two years as a gratuitous assistant. 
His services are worth something. Taking into ac- 
count the capital expended on his education, his 
loss of time, and his labour in preparing a sermon, 
we may fairly rate his services, say, at £50 a year. 
He agrees then to give the incumbent the value of 
£100 in requital for sa nomination. This is the 
plain, common-sense way of putting the matter, and 
without hesitation we assert it to border on Simony. 
Why is it that there are so many curates without 
cures? Why so many anxious to labour, not only 
for their Master's service but for the bread that 
perisbeth, and yet no manhiresthem? Itis because

an incumbent is allowed to offer such at- 
tractions as these to the divinity student. 
It is because a man may be ordained 


and priested on a nomination, and then, at the 
termination of his stipulated service, is cast adrift. It 
is because an incumbent who holds a living for 20 
years may thus be the means of sending into the 

Church twenty ministers without a single claim to em- 

ployment or occupation. Why should an incumbent 
pay a salary when he can get his services performed 
for nothing? Why should he hesitate to do what 
hundreds of others do? Thus it is that, year by year, 
there isa swarm of half-curatesordained, who seriously 
lessen the value of tried curates, for an incumbent 
has only to say to him who asks enough to buy bread 
and maintain a decent appearance, “Sir, J can get 
“the duty performed for nothing; I have only to look 
“over the list of candidates who have passed their last 
“ examination, and select aman who will do all the duty 
“ I want done for nothing.” 

The case would be different if curates thus ordained 

moved in the line of Church preferment, or if there 
were a certainty that, when their two years of proba- 
tion were over, they would receive a curacy with a 
salary. It is quite the reverse. No one ever hears 
ofan unpaid curate being promoted. Whenever a 
curacy with emolument is vacant, the rector does 
not look among the swarm of the unpaid to select his 
assistant. He hasa nephew, or a younger brother, or 
a connexion of his wife's, or the son of his friend, to 
whom naturally he gives the appointment. The un- 
paid must remain unpaid until the end of the chap- 
ter, or, when their service is ended, accept a curacy in 
any quarter of Ireland, or on any terms, if they would 
still, as they must, belong to a profession which for- 
bids them to trade, and yet compels them to beg. 
Human nature lords it even over the Churchman. 
A rector or incumbent will not give a salary while 
he can get his duties performed for nothing. He 
will rather clip and pare away the most vital parts 
of our parochial ministry, in order to attract the 
young disciple. And he, too, thinks, in his self-love, 
that the fervour of his reading, the soundness of his 
doctrine, or the eloquence of his style, will attract 
attention and secure him the means of life. Vain 
and delusive hope! His affecting sermons may be 
attributed to a passion for display, his fervour may 
be styled hypocrisy, and his best efforts for the 
amendment of others may end like his efforts for 
himself, in the agony of failure. 
To neither of these classes need we look for the 
correction of a growing evil. ‘There will be always 
incumbents who will take services for nothing, and 
divinity students ready to undertake an unremune- 
rative office. We must look to the Bishops of our 
Church for a remedy. If they once and for all ex- 
press their determination to ordain no man unless a 
curate’s salary be guaranteed, the Rectors will be 
delivered from a temptation, the Student from asnare, 
and the Church from a scandal. 


The Times on Mr. Rowland Hill's System of Post

The fact is that the Post-office, which is established 
for the diffusion of information, seems to be possessed 
lately by an insatiable thirst for knowledge for its own 
icular use and ends.

is man.” ‘The proper study of a Postmaster is a post- 
office clerk. We 4 not say to the sufferers, “ Thank 
Rowland Hill for this;” for, so far as our information 
goes, the inquisition to which we refer has not erected 
the rack in any town but Liverpool. But the document, 
which will be found in another place, is said to be issued 
by the authority of the Postmaster-General. We 
all remember that a year the subordinate 
officers in this department were driven into rebellion in 
London itself by the petty annoyances of the authori- 
ties. Weare all ready to acknowledge the services of 
Mr. Rowlaad Hill, but we do not think he has in vgrtue 
of them any right to torture the public servants der 
his control. We don’t permit our Nelsons to hang our 
uartermasters, or our Wellingtons to flog our cornets 
of horse. The bureaueratic spirit is repugnant to our 
feelings. The surveillance exercised abroad over all 
classes of citizens is not suited to the genius of English- 
men ; it is neither mecessary nor endurable. 
We have submitted to some little caprices of the Post- 
master-General without a murmur. We have consented 
to the introduction of a new improvement in the way 
of receiving our letters, which is now in some measure 
dependent on the possession of a map of London or of 
immense local knowledge, and of myo aa ar- 
bit eo hical divisions on the part of our cor- 
akinesia have bored large holes in our hall doors 
at his behest, and are threatened with pains and penalties 
in case we don’t bore moreof them. The directions on 
newspapers have been the subject of afrecent ukasefrom St. 
Martin’s-le-Grand. These and other indications of a 
despotic tendency have been tolerated, but because Mr. 
Rowland Hill has won bis Solferino, we really cannot 
permit him to torment his Italians. If he be not re- 
sponsible for the issue of the document in question, he 
should at once exercise his authority to save the officers 
of the {Liverpool Post-office from the absurd Paul Pry 
| who has subjected them to such persecution. What ac- 
tion, we should like to know, can be taken on the replies 
to such questions? What authority is there on the 
part of the Postmaster to put them? W ould he 
dare to dismiss any officer who refused to 
answer them? It is altogether monstrous and 
intolerable that those who are entitled in the 
discharge of their duties to the confidence and 
support of their chiefs should be exposed to the covert in- 
sults and degrading suspicions which are implied by these 
inquiries on the part of the heads of the department which 
they serve. The Post-office may carry, but it cannot 
pass, an Act of Parliament,and Mr. Rowland Hill him- 
self would have our warm support ifhe were dismissed 
for refusing to tell the Postmaster-General “ what he had 
for dinner last Sunday,” or to communicate to that 
Minister any information as to his tailor’s residence or 
the amount of his rent, or how old his eldest daughter 
was. We trust we shal] hear no more of such outrages 
on the rights of private life on the part of the Post-office, 
or of any other department. 


The Daily News on Italy :— 


The news we receive from all parts of Central Italy 
is satisfactory. Whatever in the conduct of the men 
called to conduct the affairs of the several States lately 
seemed to countenance the charges of indecision and 
hesitation so freely made against them has disappeared, 
and we see everywhere the people boldly led into the 
full possession of freedom and independence with the 
completest consciousness of their right. In Tuscany, 
where it was most important to close the door against 
every class of pretenders, the Government has proclaimed 
the national sovereignty by adopting the name of the 
King-elect, in which alone it exercises authority. 
In order to mark the final and irrevocable character 
of this act of the people, the coin of the realm, the 
military standards,and the uniform of the army, are 
changed so as to bear witness to the exclusion of the 
house of Lorraine andthe inauguration of a national 
Government ; and the judgments pronounced by the 
tribunals of Sardinia are to receive legal execution 
in Tuscany. Our readers know that in Modena and 
Parma most of these changes had been anticipated 
under the rule of the able and vigorous adminis- 
trator, Farini—a man who has given proof of the 
highest governing capacity. Ia the Legations, the 
reign of King Victor Emmanuel has been pro- 
claimed amidst popular enthusiasm, and consecrated 
with religious rites, while the fundamental laws of 
the Sardinian monarchy have been adopted as the 
basis of the administration. 

We need not say that this is the line of conduct cal- 
culated above all others to command the esteem of 
Englishmen. A modest but firm confidence, a clear 
purpose, a steady will, and prompt action we can ap- 
preciate at all times, but never so well as when we 
see them in a nation which, impelled by generous 
shame, rises superior to consecrated servitude, and as- 
serts its place among the free States of the world. The 
cultivated public opinion of this country smiles at all 
attempts to perplex and fatigue it, and in that national 
sentiment which, dominating, transforming, inspiring 
all, has conquered ancient jealousies, annihilated selfish 
interests, subdued revolutionary passions, and united 
Northern and Central Italy in a bond of freedom, ac- 
knowledges the title of the Italian people to the respect 
and fraternity of freemen, and a source of public right 
which no potentate may invade with wait 3 
Some English journalists who did not discover the 
merits of the Italian cause until it was found, after the 
Peace of Villafranca, tha; they might be used to annoy 
the Emperor of the French, have since found great fault 
with the Cabinet of Turin and the Government of the 
Duchies for not precipitating a crisis in Central Italy. 
Censure of this kind is very easy, especially when it is 
certain that the difficult circumstances which make it 
unjust will not be pleaded in reply. Anyone at all 
acquainted with the condition to which a debauching 
and enfeebling system of government had reduced 
Italy—for the evidence of which we need go no 
further than the last blue-book on Italian affairs—must 
know that the work undertaken by the leaders 
of the national movement has been one of immense 
difficulty, while the complication of the foreign 
relations of the several States has made - extreme 
caution a duty of their chiefs. It is satisfactory, how- 
ever, to know that the direction of the affairs of Italy 
is in the hands of her truest sons. The national party 
is one,in its councils as well as in its endeavours. As 
& consequence of pradent arrangements it may miss 
this or that eminent statesman from its public acts, but 
the wisdom and experience which guided and disciplined 
the Italians in the long pilgrimage from Novara to Palestro 
and Solferino are undeservedly dedicated tothe com- 
mon country.

In this 
ease the conspiracy would be traced tos fanatical re- 
pugnance to the introduction of customs from the west 
of Europe, and to the predominance latterly acquired by 
foreign ambassadors in the councils of the Porte. It is 
useless, however, to indulge ia speculation, when a very 
few days will probably makeus acquainted with the real 
facts. So faras we know at present, the intention of 
the conspirators was to stop the Sultan in the street, to 
insist upon his abdication, and then to elect a successor 
pledged to carry out the financial and administrative re- 
forms which they consider necessary. If the Sultan 
met their demands by a peremptory refusal, their 
design apparently was to kill him on the spot, though 
according to other accounts it would seem that they had 
no intention of shedding blood, but that Abdul Medjid 
would have simply shared the fate of his predecessor, 
Selim IIL, and have been condemned to captivity for 
life. It is to be hoped that we shall not have to wait 
long before receiving an official statement on the subject, 
for although the Government organs at Constantinople 
appear to make light of the whole affair, and positively 
deny that it had any “ grave ramifications in the country, 
the number of arrests that have taken place end thehigh 
position of some of the chief conspirators, cannot but 
int to the conclusion that the plot was much more for- 
midable than it has been representei. Hussein Pacha, 
who is mentioned as having been one of the originators, 
held a high command in the Turkish army during the 
Crimean war, and Djafer Pacha, who committed suicide 
as he was being conveyed to prison in a caique, was 
wealthy and well-connected. Allthis seems to show 
that more importance attaches to the conspiracy than 
would appear from the scant details published in the 
official accounts, and it is desirable that no time should 
be lost in making known to Europe the results of the 
labours of the commission. 

It is exactly twenty years since the present Sultan, 
then a boy of sixteen, ascended the throne of his able 
and energetic father, Mahmoud II. Great hopes were 
excited by the accession of this young Prince. His 
education had been carefully superintended by his 
father, and it was known that the late Sultan had ear- 
nestly recommended his young successor to persevere 
in the completion of those reforms which it had cost 
himself so much labour to inaugurate. Mahmoud him- 
self had conferred two enormous services on Turkey. 
He had abolished the Court of Confiscations, and 
thus revoked the law under which the property of 
all persons condemned to death or banished for life 
was forfeited to the Crown. He had also taken away 
from the pachas the power of life and death, and en- 
joined that no capital sentence should be carried out 
unless pronounced in accordance with legal forms. He 
struck boldly at the root of several financial abuses, and 
made the most strenuous efforts to reduce the public 
expenditure by the introduction of strict economy into 
the imperial household, by abolishing many sinecure 


offices, and endesvouring, so far as _ possible, 
to take care that no man should be paid by 
the State who did not give good work in 


return. The present Sultan had scarcely occupied the 
throne more than a few months when he issued the re 

markable edict known as the Hatti-scheriff of Gulhané. 
The early glories of the Ottoman empire are recalled to 
the remembrance of the faithful, and Abdul Medjid, 
while he laments that for 150 years the empire has lost 
its stability, does not despair of restoring it to its pris- 
tine vigour. He desires, therefore, by means of new insti- 
tutions, “ to ensure to his subjects perfect security for their 
lives, their honour, and their property—to establish 
a regular method of establishing and collecting the taxes, 
and an equally regular method of recruiting, levying 
the army,and fixing the duration of the service. It 
would be difficult, even in the most liberal institutions 
of Western Europe to find a more promising programme 
than that issued by the young Sultan twenty years ago, 
and so late as the 26th of February, 1856, a second fir- 
man was promulgated, which established religious 
liberty, and put all classes of the Sultan’s subjects, no 
matter what their race or creed, on a footing of 


equality. 


The Globe on the position of the San Juan ques- 
tion:--- 


The latest intelligence from British Columbia, re- 
ceived at Liverpool to-day, shows but a slight modifi- 
cation in the situation of the San Juan affair. Those 
modifications are not, however, for the better. ‘The 
United States troops, and their supporting artillery, 
have been more than doubled, and the Assembly of Vic- 
toria has called upon Governor Douglas to demand the 
withdrawal of the American troops, and to enforce on 
the Home Government the necessity of maintaining 
the British claim at all risks. These are the natural 
consequences of General Harney’s high-handed pro- 
ceedings ; but, happily, the final decision will rest, not . 
with generals and local assemblies, but with the two 
Governments. 


It is gratifying to know- that General Scott has 
replaced General Harney in the command of the United 
States troops posted in Oregon and the islands of the 
Gulf of Georgia. General Harney is a dragoon, and 
thoroughly up in the dragonnade style of settling 
international differences. He was employed byPresident 
Pierce to support the slave interest in Kansas, and by 
Mr. Buchanan to deal with the Mormons of Utah. 
He is remarkable for dash, endurance, and frontier ' 
notions touching the adjustment of dispute. He 
was appointed to command inthe Pacific in order 
to retrieve the prestige of American arms which 
had suffered in conflicts with the Indians, and 
perhaps with an eye to the supports of the rowdy 
element, which made its way into British Columbia, and 
which sought to carry out there the practices some time 
prevalent in the State from which they emigrated. He 
is, in short, not only adragoon, but. border dragoon, 
and therefore one of the least discreet and least fitted 
of men to mingle in questions of treaty rights, and equi- 
table adjustment between nation and nation. General 
Scott is aman of another stamp. He is agentleman and 
a Whig, and from him, at least, we may expect the 
observance of those ordinary courtesies usual among 
civilised persons. As a soldier and an American he 
will, no doubt, do his duty to his country, and contend 
with energy for her rights, but he will belie his whole 
career if he should be found to act in any way like Ge- 
neral Harney. The two men have been brought up in 
different schools. General Scott belongs by tradition 
and practice to an elder and more respectable genera- 
tion, Jealous of the dignity and honour, as ‘rell as the 
extent and power, of their country. In this he is the 
very opposite of Harney. That officer belongs to the 
new school, which is more disposed poll sn reputation 
of notoriety with a view to political personal aims 
than to the augmentation of the repute or dignity of his 
country. The occupation of San Juan shows 
the lengths to which democratic dragoons will 
go; and it is a sign of the influence party 
politics exercise over the conduct of some of 
the officers of the United Statesarmy.

THE FRENCH EXPEDITION FOR CHINA. 
The amount of the French expeditionary force to 
China will not, it is said, ibe settled until after the arri- 
val of further advices.

4.—The celebrated old autumn fair of this town came off 
on yesterday. A special passenger train, which left the 
Broa@stone Terminus at five o'clock in the morning, 
rendered considerable accommodation to the various 
purchasers, who had arrived in Dublin on the previous 
day for the purpose of attending this noted fair. The 
day was remarkably fine, and the business carried on 
with spirit, more particularly in the sheep department, 
which was supplicd more extensively this time than at 
any former fair held at Moate for many years. ‘The 
primest samples of beef reached 57s. 6d. per 112lbs. ; in- 
ferior, from 45s. per cwt. upwards. Best fat finished 
beasts were disposed of at prices varying from £16 to 
£20 each ; inferior (three year old heifers), from £11 to 
£14 per head; two year eld heifers, from eight to ten 
guineas; two year old bullocks, from £9 to eleven 
guineas ; yearlings, from £3 to £6 each. Best wedders 
fetched £3 to three guineas. Store wedders briskly 
bought at 42s. to 48s. each ; lambs, 25s. to 33s. each. 
Mutton (wedder) may be quoted from 6d. to 6}d per ib. 
Bacon pigs were not in considerable supply, and the 
highest figure was 45s. per cwt. Springers and dry 
cows pretty plentiful—the former selijng from £1} to 
£18 each. ‘There was a good show of inferior horses, 
many of which were briskly bought up by English 
dealers. On the whole, the fair was a large one, and 
prices rather in favour of the sellers, with active 
buying.

“ Office of the Orphan Refage, or Charitable 
Protestant Orphan Union, 9, Upper Sack- 
ville-street, 7th September, 1859. 

“ GENTLEMEN,—The Committee of the Orphan Refuge have 
requested us to communicate with the Committee of the V’ro- 
testant Orphan Society, relative to the subject{of the following 
resolution, passed at a special meeting of the committee, held 
on the 27th of April last :— 

“- Proposed by the Rev. E. 8. Abbott ; seconded by the Rev. 
Edward Whately :— 

“* Resolved— That this committce, having given the fullest 
and most anxious consideration to the subject, request of tlicir 
honorary secretaries to communicate with the Protestant 
Orphan Society the earnest desire of this committee to be 
amalgamated with them in their office of love and duty, in a 
society which would receive the opphans hoth of pure and 
mixed Protestant marriages ; thus, as they believe, restoring 
the original constitution of these societies, assimilating them 
to all other Protestant Orphan Societies in Iroland,with a view, 
also, to economy of time and money ; and tliat thia com- 
mittee pledge themselves, if this be acceded to, to devote all 
their energies to the support of such an institution.’ 

“ Before acting on this resolution, the committee deemed 
it necessary to consult the vidvs of the subscribers to this 
society respecting the proposed union, and, so far as they 
have been able to ascertain, it appears that fully nine-tenths 
of the supporters of this society are in favour of the pro- 
position. 

“ Oí those who expressed an unfavourable opinion, several 
woull entirely approve of the amalgamation, only ‘they 
feared that the united society would not receive as large a 
measure of support as is now given to the separate societies. 
That, for instance, many who now give £1 a-year to each 
would, in case the amalgamation were effected, give but £1 a- 
year to the united society.’ 

“ Our committee believe that very few, indeed, would curtail 
their contributions if it were distinctly put before them that 
the object of the union was not to effect the same amount cf 
good as heretofore far less money, but for the same amount 
of money to accomplish more good; and our committee be- 
lieve that the united society, say with its 690 orphans, would 
command a larger amount of sympathy an: a more general 
support than is now accorded to the two societies separately, 
not to speak of the saving that would be etfvcted in establish- 
ment expenses, 

‘Another objection surgested was the fear entertained 

‘lest applications from the orphans of mixed marriaresshould 
not receive the same degree of attention from the united society 
as they do at present from the Orphan Refuge, and lest there 
should be any embarrassment of the committce of the united 
socicty, in deciding between the claims of orphans of mixed 
and pure Protestant marriages at an election.’ 
é“ Our committee feel satisfied that there ig no ground for 
apprehension on these points,as they are most thoroughly 
convinced that no really destitute case of orphanage, whether 
of pure or mixed marriage, would ever be refused admission 
from want of fands. The Limerick Protestant Orphan Society 
might be adduced as an instance of a society which never 
refuses admission to a destitute child, o” either elass of Pro- 
testant orphanage; but, if ever the difficulty should arise, it 
could be easily obviated by regulating the admission of both 
classea respectively, in acertajn proportion, and according to 
the merits of the cases, 

“ The third and qenly remaining objection stated was, that 
‘it would be a violation of the original principles of the Pro- 
testant Orphan Society to admit the orphans of mixed mar- 
riages.’ To this it is sufficient to reply, that in the first for- 
mation of the Protestant Orphan Society a considerable pro- 
portion of the orphans elected were the children of mixed 
marriages; nor was it tillthe year 1830 that the rule was 
mace limiting the society to the reeeption of those orphans 
who had both parents Protestants, and therefore it would ap- 
pear that the union of the two societies would be only a re- 
ee to the oriyinal constitution of the Protestant Orphan 
Society. 

“ nó be well understood how, in 1830, the committee of 
the Protestant Orphan Society were led to frame the rule of 
limitation, when it is considered that they were then unable 
to elect all the really deserving cases of pure Protestant mar- 
riages seeking admission, and that it was at that period more 
difficult to raise funds for the support of twenty orphans than 
it is now to maintain 420, the number at present under the 
care of the society. 

“ Since then the cause which evoked the resolution of 1830 
no longer exists, as the Protestant Orphan Society has for 
some time been in a position to admit every important case— 
(see Report for 1857, pe re 15)—the committee af the Orphan 
Refuge would respectfully, but earnestly, request the atten- 
tion of the committee of the Protestant Orphan Socicty to the 
favourable consideration of the proposition contained in the 
resolution herewith communicated. 

“The difficulty and inexpediency of maintaining two sepa- 
ate establishments in Dublin for the support of our Pro- 
testant orphang has been long felt by many friends of both 
societies, 

“ lá hag been found impossible, with comparatively few ex- 
ceptions, to obtain a hearing for both societies in the same 
parish, this difficulty sometimes extending to whole counties 
—Armagh, for instance—where it has been sought to establish 
an auxiliary for the Orphan Refuge, but, being pre-occupied 
by the Protestant Orphan Society, a second claim for Protes- 
tant orphans could not be entertained. Almost the whole of 
the North of Ireland is, from the same cause, closed against 
the Orphan Refuge, while many of the clergy deplore their 
inability te help us, and would mg ! respond to the claims oí 
a — in which both classes of Protestant orphans were 
received. ! 

“ In like manner, thosc parishes in which the Orphan Re- 
fuge is supported can do but little for the Protestant Orphan 
Society, and thus the divided energies of the clergy aud laity 
of our Church engaged in working the two societies exhibit a 
waste of strength, which, especia in times like the present, 
ought not to be needlessly incurred, 

“ The want of union operates most injuriously in many 
ways, which might be further urged as arguments for amal- 

amation; but a ‘still stronger and more urgent plea will be 
found in the very serious evils that result from the present 
invidious classification of Protestant orphans by the existence 
of twodistinct societies. 

“ Not only are the children of mixed marriages thus deli- 
berately, aa it were, exposed to the machinatiqns of [yé- 
manista, ho, it may be Rested haye secently established 
a society for the expresa purpose of coping with and counter- 
acting the operations of the Orphan Refuge, but this marked 
classification is calculated to have a most injurious effect on 
the minds of these children, who are thus led to consider 
themselves only an inferior grade of Protestants, and are, so 
far, in d of being made really such. 

“ But itis not necessary that we should go at any length 

into the arguments which might be adduced in favour of the 
proposed amalgamation, our oommittee deeming it sufficient 
merely to suggest these matiers tothe committee of the Pro- 
testant Orphan Society, with a view to their bringing the sub- 
ject before their subscribers. 
“The Committee of the Orphan Refuge consider that, if 
ever this important object is to be attained, the present crisis 
affords a most favourable opportunity. ‘the Orphan Refuge, 
which has of late years been steadily extending its operations, 
and now majntains 146 éannot continue much longer, 
with jts increasing amount of work, to disperse with the agency 
usually required for similar establishments. 

“ If the subscribers to the Protestant Orphan Society should 
decide against the union—if the Protestant com- 
munity should to maintain two separate institutions

Our committee, speci convened* to consider your com- 
munication, have revi the whole subject, and the result 
is to deepen their conviction thatthe proposed amalgamation 
would imperil the interests of the society prove unsatisfactory 
to its best friends, and involve a departure from the principle 
in which our society was formed—namely, to provide for des- 
titute orphans-of Protestant parents. God has greatly pros- 
pered the efforts of our committee and their friends in carry- 
ing out this purpose in times past; and in dependence upon 
the Lord they hope for continued success by adhering to the 
original constituthon of the society. Our commitiee are of 
opinion that they would be guilty of a dereliction of duty were 
they to imperil the important interests entrusted to their care 
by the adoption of a course which even the most sanguine 
advoeates of the measure must regard as a hazardous experi- 
ment. 

“ The Committee of the Orphan Refuge express their belief 
that by the original constitution ofthe Protestant Orphan 
Society, the admission of the children of mixed marriages was 
contemplated,and rauch of what vou have written is based upon 
that opmion. Supposing this opinion were founded on fact, 
we consider it would be a very insuflicient and inconclusive 
argument for the amalgamation of two societies which have 
had a separate and independent action for the last twenty-nine 
years; ‘ each,’ as stated in our last report, occupying a totally 
distinct sphere of usefulness.’ 

“Bat it is not a fact that the fcunders ofour society in- 
tended that the institution should take under its care the or- 
phan ehildren of mixed marriages. This is manifest from the 
minutes of their proceedings. 

i “The Protestant Orphan Society, as is well knewn, was not 
inaugurated at a public meeting, with specific rules prepared 
for its adoption. It was commenced in the beginning of the 
winter of 1828 by three podr men (whe happened to attend the 
faneral of a poor Protestant), and who subscribed their pence 
to save from starvation or the grasp of Romanism the orphan 
children of their departed friend. Others assisted in the good 
work—gome as poor as the original three contributors, some 
more affivent—but until near the close of the year 1829 the 
effort had not assumed the form of an organised society. In 
fact, it appears from the records of the society that for the 
first six months or more there was not a committee formed to 
transact the business. A committee was at length formed, 
rules were made; and in the ear/y part of the next year (1830) 
the first appeal of the infant society was printed and published, 
in which the object of the institution is stated in the following 
words :— 

“ * Resolved—That the object of this society be to provide 
for the most destitute orphans of our /e/low-/ro’estants, being 
under theage of eight years, diet, lodging, clothing, and 
education, and apprentice them to Protestant masters or 
mistresses, 

“It appears that during the anomalous state of things 
noted above, twenty children had been taken under the pro- 
tection ofthe society. Of these,four were the children of mixed 
marriages. But from the 12th of Jannary,'1830, when ‘ Rule- 
books,’ for the use of collectors and subscribers are first no- 
ticed in the proceedings of the committee, no child who had 
hada Roman Catholic parent was admitted. The admission 
of the children of mixed marriages waa frequently the sub- 
ject of discussion in the committee, several applications in 
favour of the orphans of that description having been made ; 
but, invariably, such applications were rejected, specifically 
because one of the parents had been a Roman Catholic. These 
discussions in committee supposed a vagueness in the rule, to 
terminate which, a special meeting of the friends and subscri- 
bers was held on the 16th March, 1330, when it was— 

‘** Nesolved—That the following rule or bye-law b3 adopted 
and entere:i on our boogka, ia confirmation of our first printed 
rulé?~—‘* That the children of Roman Catholics, either on the 
futher or mother’s side, be and are inadmissible into this es- 
sentially Protestant Orphan Society.” 

“The greatest anxiety seemed to have prevailed on this oc- 
casion for the final settlement of this important question ; and 
after a lengtliened and animated debate the Secretary proceeded 
to call over the committee roll, and the opinion of each member 
of the committee, taken individually, when the numbers ap- 
pearcd as follows:— 

“* For the motion 
“* Acainst it - bee 
é Slajority in favour m- sis —ÓÓ) 

“* The announcement of this majority from, tue chair was 
hailed with the most rapturous applause.’ 

“We would remark that the scope of this resolution was not, 
as has becn supposed, tofeifect a fundamental change in the con - 
stitution of the society, but to render explicit what to some 
appeared vaguely expressed in the rule as it was published— 
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confirmation of our first printed rule.” 

“It is worthy of notice in connexion with the preceding 
extracts from the minutes, that ‘wo out of the three poor men 
with whom originated the society voted inthe majority, and 
continued to serve on the committee; the other was not a 
member of committee, 

* ‘Thus it has been demonstrated from the minutes of the 
procecdings of the society that the constitution is now what 
originally it was, and that no change has been nade in its 
fundamental principle. 

“At the last annual meeting of the Orphan Refuge, you 
called upon your friends ‘for devout thanksgiving to the 
Father of the futherless for the marked Pa which had 
attended the operations of the society.’ We also use, and 
have just eause to use, the language of praise and thanks- 
giving to the Author and Giver of every good and perfect 
gift for the success vouchsafed to our efforts, Hence, it would 
appear that each society is successful in the performance of iis 
own work. Why,therefore, chould not each henceforward 
pursue the even tenor of its way, prospering, and to prosper ? 

“ Before we conclude, we would venture to offer a sugyes- 
tion. Is it wise to agitate a subject which may induce in some 
a feeling of suspense and consequent inaction? Our com- 
mittee would now leave the issue with the Lord. ‘They have 
endeavoured to give to the subject their best consideration, 
and their unanimous judgment is that they would not be justi- 
fied Lefore God, in their own conscience, or before the public, 
in disturbing the action of the Protestant Orphan Society, 
which has been the honeured means ‘of effecting so large an 
amount of gool.—We have the honour to be, gentlemen,

Voltaire took up the case, 
shamed the Toulouse tribunal, got the sentence reversed 
(after the whole family had been beheaded or burnt), and 
earned a triumph which made him an oracle on other 
matters. Without the aid of Toulouse he could have 
done little harm. 

Poniatowski goes about Paris with his old story anent 
the love of the Tuscans for their dear Leopold. Since 
force is, however, disavowed, the Tuscans proceed 
calmly in further arrangements of complete identifi- 
cation with Piedmont, abolishing passports, frontiers, 
difference of weights and measures, setting up the cross 
of Savoy, increasing their army, and their intimate 
union with the other central provinces.

Roman Baicayps.-—The dilligence from Bologna to 
Rome was assailed by three armed brigands on the night 
of the 20th September. The spot chosen for the 
onslaught was near Recanate, a ‘very hilly 
trict, and the horses were brought to the ground by a 
strong rope which the robbers has stretched across the 
road. Amongst the passengers were a colonel of Papal 
infantry, who sat very snug with his sword between his 
legs, and a vice-brigadier of gendarmes, who sprang upon 
the bandits, and used a sabre to such purpose that he 
wounded one and put the others to fight, their blunder- 
busses fortunately missing fire. By his courageous con- 
duct he saved 8,000 scudi (£1,600), which were being 
conveyed to Rome under charge of the conductor, be- 
sides the personal property of the travellers. He has 
consequently been promoted, besides receiving a gold 
medal and a gratification of 30 scudi.---Roman corres- 
pondent of the Morning Post. 

The United Service Gazette says that the discovery 
by the late Arctic explorers of the boat containing two 
skeletons is due to Lieutenant Hobson.

Great Sterm AT MARSEILLES. A great storm broke 
over the city of Marseilles on Thursday last, after six 
months’ constant drought. A correspondent writes :-—- 
“The rain, in particular, was extraordinarily heavy, 
and caused torrents of water to roll down the streets 
towards the port. A great number of cellars and shops 
were inundated, and when the rain had ceased, firemen 
had to be employed to pump out the water.

“My pear Lorp Erxe,—I am happy to hear that 
you will be able to preside at the meeting of the Clogher 
Diocesan Church Education Society on the 30th. I 
hope that advantage will be taken of this occasion to 
remove from the public mind an erroneous opinion 
which some of the newspapers have been putting for- 
ward, that this society is disposed to concur in the re- 
cent movement of the Roman Catholic hierarchy, and to 
seek for separate grants of money from the State, for 
the purpose of maintaining schools under the exclusive 
control of the Prelates of the two Churches, and for the 
overthrow of all united education in the country. This 
is not what we have been seeking for. United educa- 
tion is that which we have anxiously endeavoured to 
promote in our schools, and with no inconsiderable 
success. The alteration which we have been 
desirous of seeing effected in the National System 
is a relaxation of the rule which imposes an un- 
due restriction on the use of the Sacred Scriptures. 
We have no wish to see the secular instruction in schools 
exempted from the superintendence of a board of com- 
missioners appointed by the Government. We think it 
right that the secular instruction given in schools which 
are aided by the State should be tested by inspectors 
appointed by the State. And we also deem it to be but 
fair and reasonable that the patrons of the several schools 
should have the right of nominating the teachers, and 
that the power of appointing them should not be vested 
in the bishops and clergy. To commit to the hands oí 
the hierarchy of the Established Church and the hier- 
archy of the Roman Catholic Church an uncontrolled 
power over two separate grants for supporting schools 
for separate education is certainly not the mode of deal- 
ing with this vexed question which I, for my part, would 
counsel or advise.—Believe me, dear Lord Erne, &c.,

(Applause.) I think that is a most valuable letter, be- 
cause certainly a very strong impression has gone 
abroad that this society is anxious to have a separate 
grant. That, however, is not the case. (Hear. ) I have 
great pleasure in stating that the society is going on 
nearly as well as it possibly could, notwithstanding all 
the persecution that it has had to endure, I may say, for 
the last twenty-five years. I amalso glad to think that 
the gentry are coming forward tosupport it better than 
they have hithertodone. In proceeding round one of my 
districts the other day, I happened to enter a National 
School, into which I observed a great number of chil- 
dren going. I asked the master, “ What religious instruc- 
tion do you give in this school?” and he handed me 
down what he called a time-table, and I read as follows: 
—*“ Teaching prayer and catechism begins on Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, at three 
o’clock, and ends at a quarter past three.” (Laughter.) 
“On Saturday, from ten to twelve o'clock,” I said to 
the master, “ This is a very short time you have for 
teaching religious instruction; what do you teach during 
this quarter of an hour?” To which he replied, “ Hail 
Mary and the catechism,” (Laughter.) “What,” I 
asked, “ do you teach in the two hours on Saturdays?”’ 
“Hail Mary and the catechism,” was the answer. (Hear, 
hear, andSlaughter.) I observed, “ Of course, you have 
got the Douay Bible in your school.” “ No,” he replied, 
“we have not; we understand that the Commissioners 
do not agree with respect to the Bible, and therefore it 
is excluded from this school.” “Surely,” said I, “you 
have got extracts from the Bible?” “No; the Com- 
missioners do not agree about the extracts either, 
and we have no extracts in the school.” (Hear, 
hear.) Now, I should like to ask this meeting, 
and the people of this country at large, if they wish to 
have their schools under this National Board, when the 
Commissioners do not agree whether the Bible ought to 
be in the school or not? Iam sure they do not, and 
therefore I appealto all present, and to all the Chris- 
tian people of this country, to come forward and sup- 
port the Church Education Society, because, if it were 
not for this society, a great number of our schools 
would naturally have been placed under the National 
Board, and there would be spiritual darkness over the 
whole of the country, because the Bible, which we all 
respect and love so much, would be completely shut. 
(Hear.) But you have been told—*“ Oh ! yes, that is all 
very true, but you can read the Bible, and can do what 
you like, if you have your schools under the National 
Board.” Iam quite sure of that. I am sure the Na- 
tional Board are most anxious to entrap every one of us, 
both laymen and clergymen, to get us to support their 
system ; but when once they get us into the meshes of 

eir nets, they may at any one time draw the cords, 


must now stick strictly to the rules of the society ;”

us all entrapped, and having most probably got 
this society given up, they would n come for- 
ward and say, “Now you must stick by our rules.”

mands are granted to them. This, then, shows us 
that that which is set before them as one great object 
of their ambition is the total annihilation of the 
National Board. (Hear, hear.) It is not that they 
ask for a modification of its rules—it is not that they 
point to any one portion of its administration as ob- 
jectionable—it is not that they want a certain ele- 
ment connected with it, which they find fault with, 
to be eliminated and taken out of the way—it is that 
they demand that the entire structure shall be levelled 
with the ground, and that instead thereof there shall 
be given into their hands an exclusive and irrespon- 
sible denominational grant—that, in fact the con- 
trol of the Britishf{Government over the funds voted 
for Roman Catholic education in this country shall 
be committed to them, and that the Government 
shall have nothing whatever to say to the mat- 
ter, except to provide that whenever funds are 
wanting, they shall be forthwith brought out libe- 
rally, and that the distribution and che allocation 
and the whole control of these funds shall be committed 
to them, to do whatever they, in their supreme wisdom, 
may judge fit. That is their demand, my lord. It 
strikes us as new because of its extreme audacity— 
(hear, hear)—and yet, after all, Rome subscribes as her 
motto, “ Semper idem.” It is, my lord, new to us only 
because we have forgotten what they declared to be 
their sentiments upwards of thirty-three years ago. 
(Hear, hear.) She is not changed — not materially 
changed—on any point. Concessions of a very large 
description have been granted to her, but she is not 
satisfied, and what has served to freshen our recollec- 
tion of this feature in her character is, that in 
so many words in the late pastoral address she has 
declared that she is not satisfied, and never will be 
satisfied, until she gets all that she asks for. 
We do not calumniate Romanism by saying that she is 
the opponent not only of instruction out of God’s Word, 
but that she is the opponent of all instruction that 
would enlarge the mind and would emancipate the in- 
tellect. (Hear.) The element en which the Papal 
Church lives is the element of darkness; and of no- 
thing am I more convinced than that if an irresponsi- 
ble grant were given into the hands of the Roman 
Catholics of the country, declaring themselves as they do 
in that public manifesto, the result would be, not training, 
even in secular things, such as we should desire for the 
people of the country, but it would be the training them 
more and more in intense Romanism. (Hear.) That 
is what they would work for, and, as regards intellectual 
light, that would be studiously kept from them, except 
so far as British competition obliged them to develope 
it. ‘Therefore, in this country, instead of being identified 
with Romish prelates, who would prevent any inspection 
of the schools by the officers appointed by the State, 
we say, boldly, as our revered Primate has said in his 
letter—we say boldly, what we have often said before, 
that we desire, above all things, to have, both for 
ourselves and those who in religious tenets differ 
from us—we desire for all schools that are sup- 


ported by British money, that there should be 
the most rigid, searching, permeating inspection 
by officers appointed by the State. Nothing 


else will content us, both for ourselves and others. 
And now, may I proceed to what I had besides to remark 
upon, what we could accept with a clear conscience in 
this matter? I have indicated three digtinet particulars 
in which a measure, if proposed, would not satisfy us. 
May I go over them again to refresh the memory of my 
audience? Any measure that would restrict us in the 
free use of the Bible in our own schools will never satisfy 
us. 
tianity will never satisfy us. Thirdly—Any system where 
the State does not exercise vigilant supervision over 
every school in the country to which the public 
money is granted, as regards the soundness of the 
education imparted in it, will never satisfy us either. 
We aim not at the demolition of the Board of Educa- 
tion. Let there be a modification of it, and let the cen- 
tral establishment, to all intents and purposes, remain 
the same, with just that one interference of giving free 
liberty to each patron to administer the religious ele- 
ment in his own school. The Model Schools need not 
be disturbed. The secular instruction would go on in 
common, and each administrator of religious truth 
could give to those whom he could induce to attend 
him the religious instruction that he thought 
right. (Hear, hear.) The proprietorship of the vested 
schools could remain as at present ; the central stafl 
of the Commissioners might remain, to all intents 
and purposes, the same as now. (Hear.) I speak not 
of the individuals composing the board, but the 
board, as a body, should continue; a board that 
should be, and a board that would be, the custodians 
and administrators of the funds given for broad edu- 
cation throughout Ireland—education that would 
really elevate the people, that would really improve 
their minds—sound and substantial education em- 
braced by all parties; the State following the rule
